A Cause of Tooth Erosion 


r

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE. 


I have a small, permanent 
gold bridge next to a large 
silver filling. The tooth with 
the silver Ailing is eroding 
near the gum line. Could 
these two different metals 
set up an 
electrochemical 


reaction causing this ero- 
sion? And what can be done 
about it?—Velvet H. 
; 


ANSWER: There was once? 


a theory, some 100 years or * 
so ago, that metal fillings of 
different electric potential— - 
i.e., gold and silver—with 
saliva acting as conductor, 
set up a galvanic cell. This 
produced a current of eiec-' 
tricity, causing formation of 
acids which, in turn, caused 
decay and erosion of teeth. 


This t h e o r y was never 


proven and, as far as 1 know, 
is not even mentioned in 
modern dental texts. 


The galvanic cell phenom- 


enon may help explain the 
s h o c k s sometimes experi- 
enced by patients when a 
new silver filling is placed 
in a tooth. Patients com- 
plain of an "electric shock" 
when they bite and the new 
filling contacts a metal fill- 
ing in the opposing tooth. 
Intermittent s h o c k s may 
continue until the new filling 
sets hard. 


Tooth erosions, it is now 


thought, are mostlv due to 
mechanical 
abrasions 
be- 


cause of poor brushing tech- 
niques; 
i.e., too vigorous 


crosswise b r u s h i n g with 
hard brush, and abrasive 
toothpaste 


T h i s is particularly so 


when erosion affects only 
one tooth or a group of teeth 
on one side of the mouth, 
indicating that they may be 
victims of extra-hard brush- 
ing in that area 


However, some e r o s i o n 


can't be so easily explained 
away. Attrition does play a 
significant role, but many 
dentists from their clinical 
observations feel there may. 
in fact, be a chemical dis- 
integration of teeth by gen 
eialized mouth (and bodyi

The Jour- 
nal attributes to an insider, "Nix- 
on men like the term 'priority 
mall'" for the new first class, 
but want to avoid it because of 
confusion with a plan proposed 
by the Johnson administration.

In many cities, fixing traffic 


tickets is as common as coughs 
caused by automatlve exhausts. 
According to our records, how- 
ever, Cleveland, okto, has be- 
come m first city to make fix- 
ed tickets official municipal poli- 
cy. 


It's not who you know or who 


your brother-in-law is. What de- 
termines whether your 
ticket 


can be fixed is your seat belt. 
If one Is fastened around your 
waist, then you are entitled to 
a five dollar reduction In your 
traffic fine. The goal of this poli- 
cy Is to encourage motorists to 
wear seat belts and thus reduce 
their chances of serious injury. 
Traffic Judge Lloyd 0. Brown, 
who instituted the new rule, ex- 
plains it this way: "If a person 
takes time to wear a seat belt, 
it shows that he Intends to drive 
safely. He should therefore be 
given consideration." 


It will be Interesting to see 


just how many of the drivers giv- 
en traffic tickets in Cleveland 
will be wearing seat belts.

increases if rates for long-dis- 
tance calls between states were 
reduced 


"The 
Bell Co. and the inde- 


pendents are 
lurking in the 


wings with rate cases partially 
prepared, needing only the final 
straw of a further reduction in 
theii revenues fiom Sntei state 
calling to formally launch their 
demands for increases in theii 
local exchange or intrastate toll 
lates or both," the PSC said. 


The PSC said that pioposed 


reductions in charges for inter- 
state long-distance calls eventu- 
ally would hurt the telephone 
users who weie least able to 
pay—those persons who must 
limit theii telephone use to in- 
state 
calls— and 
benefit the 


more affluent teleptxofle usei. 


The PSC said that it support- 


ed legislation pending in Con- 
gress which would give state 
regulatory agencies a voice in 
determining the allowable inter- 
state telephone revenues.

March 8-15, so let's take a back- 
ward peek at early Girl Scouting 
in Mope. Our historical trip be- 
gins on Sunday, April 2,193d, at 
3 p.m. 


That was when Mrs. Robert 


Campbell (now of Birmingham, 
Ala.), Commissioner, presided 
over the formal dedication of the 
Girl Scout Hut. Mrs. R.E. Jack* 
son, Lt. of Troop 1, offered bles- 
sings on the Little House, and Mn- 
yor Albert Graves gave a scout 
history and made a presentation 
of the key to the Little House, 
Carolyn Trimble (Mrs, Idus Mur- 
(three of Athens, 0.), the first 
First Class Girl Scout of Hope, 
made the acceptance of the key. 


On the programs distributed 


that day recognition was given to 
Mayor Albert Graves, W.P.A., 
Administrator Fletcher (the con- 
struction was done by W.P.A. 
workers), Roy Anderson, Chair- 
man of the Park Commission, 
Mont Allen, foreman, and Will 
Garner, caretaker. The latter 
two are deceased. 


Work had begun on the cabin 


February 17, 1038, and the build- 
ing was sponsored by the Girl 
Scout Council with Mrs. Robert 
Campbell, chairman, and Mrs. 
Ched Halt, chairman of the build- 
ing committee, Mrs. Hall is now 
a house mother at Arkansas Col- 
lege in Batesville. 


Four troops in Hope had a to- 


tal membership of 85. In Feb- 
ruary 1938 The Star carried 
a story which stated this informa- 
tion about them. "Troop 3, 7th 
and 8th grade girJs, was organi- 
zed 3 years ago, and Mrs. Burl 
Webb ( Tabernacle minister's 
wife now of Springfield,' Mb. ) 
has been the leader the past 
year.
